The lrish Railways. 


We gather from President Cosgrave's 
speech in Dail Eireann, on Thursday, that 
the Government has dropped the plan of 
railway settlement with which it has been 
busy during recent months. The plan 
proposed a unified and self-contained 
system of railways within the Free State. 
Already, under the Government's auspices, 
the Great Southern and Western Company 
and the Midland Great Western Company 
have joined forces, and the Dublin and 
South-Eastern Company, which disliked 
the scheme, ‘was to have been brought into 
the “combine’’ by compulsion. We have 
been strong critics of the Government's 
proposals for a variety of reasons. In 
our view unification of all the Saorstat 
railways would have many of the dangers of 
the policy of nationalisation which the Dail 
rejected on Thursday. The vital element 
of competition would be eliminated. Traffic 
would be diverted from Dublin to other 
ports, Furthermore, a self-contained system 
of Free State railways is an economic im- 
possibility. They cannot prosper apart from 
the smoothest and most intimate co-opera- 
tion with the railway system -of Northern 
Ireland and with the great railway com- 
panies of England. The Free State would 
ignore these contiguous and circumambient 
interests at its own grave peril; yet the 
scheme which, until a few days ago, was 
the Government s policy seemed to ignore 
them altogether. Writing on December 
1st, we begged the Government to realise 
that a full recognition of these interests 
was “a necessary condition of any toler- 
able settlement of the Irish railway 
question.” 

For the whole country’s sake we rejoice 
that the Government has been converted 
to our view, President. Cosgrave agreed 
on {| Thursday that the Free State's 
railways could not be “ self-contained.” 


| It would not be common-sense, he said, 


to propose to sever communications with 
the railway system of Northern Ireland, 
and a settlement of this part of our rail- 
way problem must depend upon the settle- 
ment of the boundary question. Two great 
companies, or groups, of English railways 
tap the traffic of the whole of Ireland. 
The President agrees that much of our 
trade is dependent on their efficiency and 
good-will, and that the Free State rail- 
ways ought to have “close working rela- 
tions” with them. The Government's 
plans hitherto seem to have contemplated 
no working relations at all with the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
Company. The Free State, however, 
can ignore this gigantic concern no 
more successfully than it could ignore the 
Equator. The Company—with its capital 
of £400,000,000, its revenue of £86,000,000_ 
its 270,000 servants and 10,000 loco 
motives—is a dominating factor in the 
industrial and commercial welfare of the 
Irish people. It is likely to have a large 
influence on the future of the railways 
of Northern Ireland. It can make or mar 
the Irish tourist traffic. It controls every 
Western British port from Holyhead to 
Glasgow. It would lose far less than 
Ireland would lose from any weakening 
of its present connections with the Free 
State. 

We assume that the sound principles 
of the President’s speech will inform any 
scheme of railway settlement that the

Roads and Housing. 

President Cosgrave’s statement on the 
unemployment problem in the Free State 
will give general satisfaction. Although, 
fortunately,’ the lack of work in the 
Free State cannot be compared with 
the condition of affairs in Great Britain, . 
the problem of absorbing the unemployed 
is growing more urgent every day. At 
presént about fifty thousand men are out 
of work in the twenty-six counties. The 
Free State Army is being reduced to a 
“peace ’’ establishment, and some thousands 
of Republican prisoners ‘are returning 
gradually to normal life. In propor- 
tion to the small population of the Free 
State, therefore, the number of unem- 
pJoyed is likely to be very large before the 
end of the winter, and the proverb that 
Satan finds some mischief still for idle 
hand’ to do applies to no country 
more faithfully than to Ireland. We are 
glad that President Oosgrave has not 
allowed himself to be misled by bad advice, 
No suggestion could be more dangerous, 
for instance, than that of Mr. Gorey, who 
asserted that unproductive work would be 
better than no work at all. The Presi- 
dent’s scheme, on the other hand, deals 
exclusively with work of national and 
economic importance. He announced that 
about £2,000,000 would be devoted to road- 
making and similar work of reconstruction. 
The present condition of the Free State 
roads is shocking. Bridges and culverts 
have been wrecked ; in many places road- 
ways still are impassable, and, as the 
President said, the 100,000 Americans 
whose approaching visit to the Free State 
has been advertised so widely would take 
a very bad impression of the country away 
with them if some improvement were not 
made before their arrival. These road 
schemes, according to Mr. Cosgrave’s esti- 
mate, will absorb between 12,000 and 
20,000 men, nearly all of whom will be un- 
skilled labourers. In regard to skilled 
labour, the Government is prepared to 
spend a further sum of £250,000 on 
housing subsidies, as wel] as £50,000 on 
the reconstruction of houses under certain 
conditions. Most reasonable men wil] 
recognise the essential fairness of these 
conditions, As Mr. John Good pointed 
out, a bricklayer in Dublin is paid 11s. 
more per week than a bricklayer in 
London. Before any houses can be built, 
therefore, costs must be reduced, and the 
President said that Labour must be pre- 
pared to accept a material reduction in 
wages. If accommodation can be reached 
in this matter—and negotiations are in 
progress at present—the Government will 
be ready to advance £60 for a three-roomed 
house, £80 for a four-roomed house and 
£100 for a five-roomed house. The. re- 
spective cost of the houses should be 
£500, £400 and £500. Very wisely, as 
we think, the Government will not en- 
courage the active help of local authorities, 
but will try to do the work as a national 
undertaking. The schemes are thoroughly 
sound, and we hope that the co-operation 
of Labour will assure their success. No 
time ought to be lost in starting work on 
the roads, and as many houses as possible; 
especially in the neighbourhood of Dublin, 
should be put in hands immediately after 
the new year. 


The Passion Players. 


The exchange of “celebrities’’ between 
Europe and the United States shows no 
sign of abatement, and the Americans 
seem to be having much the better of the 
bargain. We have had to be content with 
an occasional visit from “ Doug’’ and 
“ Mary, Charlie Chaplin, or Mr. “ Pussy- 
foot ’’ Johnson, while our trans-Atlantic 
cousins have had the opportunity of pros- 
trating themselves at the feet of Georges 
Carpentier, Papyrus, Mr. Lloyd George 
and Lady Diana  Duff-Cooper. 
latest visitors to America are the Passion 
players from Oberammergau, who, to 
their utter bewilderment; were * greeted 
in New York by the usual display cf 
popular enthusiasm and jazz music. These 
poor people have gone to the United States 
to raise funds for their native village, 
which is on the verge of ruin. One cf 
their proudest traditions is the fact that 
they will not perform outside Oberam- 
mergau, and they decided to visit America 
only after very strong opposition had been 
overcome by the harsh dictates of common- 
sense. Nothing will persuade them, how- 
ever, to perform the Passion Play in the 
United States, although one cinematograph 
company has offered them two million 
dollars. They will lecture, and they: will 
show themselves to the people, but they 
will not act. One wonders what impres- 
sion of America wil] be brought home to 
their little Bavarian home by these sturdy 
peasants whose art is a)most their religion. 
One can imagine the feelings of Anton 
Lang, the Christus of the company, when 
he was invited, on landing in New York, to 
express his views on “ fundamentalism.”’ 
The thought of the Oberammergau players 
competing as showmen with the notorieties 
of two hemispheres is humiliating. Surely 
their distress could have been relieved on 
this side of the Atlantic. 


Border Beauty. 


The inquiry by the Government of 
Northern Ireland into afforestation gives 
hope that the ravages which. have dis- 
tressed lovers of Irish scenery will 
soon be arrested, in the North at least.
